Chester, Pa., 
April 12.—Experts 


today are analyzing powder in the 
shrapnel shells at the works of the 
Eddystone Ammunition corporation, 
Eddyatone, Pa., with the hope of es- 
tablishing beyond doubt the cause of 
the series of explosions which killed 
122 persons at the plant Tuesday. 


These experts 
are 
from the du 
Pont Powder company. They worked 
all night and continued their inves- 
tigation today, assisted by the Eddy- 
stone concern's authorities. 
There is a theory that if a plot ex- 


isted, as officials of the plant main- 
tain, an acid capsule 
might 
have 


been drop'ped into a shell in 
the 


charging room. Investigation by the 
experts includes a probe 
into the 


possibility of a defect in the explo- 
sives with which the shells were 
loaded. 


So far, there is no 
definite evi- 


dence that the disaster was the work 
ol alien plotters. 
The 
authorities 


have been told, however, of anonym- 
ous warnings said to have been sent 
workers in the plant, and of other 
notes and letters reported to have 
forecast the tragedy. 
State Fire Marshal Port said today 


he has not'reached any conclusion 
regarding the cause of the explosion 


W. M. Wilhelm, vice president and 


general manager of the Eddysltone 
concern, said today that the inves- 
tigation is not far enough advanced 
for any one to reach a definite con- 
clusion as to what caused the dis- 
aster. They assert their conviction 
that the disaster was 
deliberately 


perpetrated as part of a campaign of 
terrorism. 


-Opposed to this view is the state- 


ment of G. Chal Port, state fire mar- 
ahal, -who 'is. also conducting an in- 
vestigation, declared there is no evi- 
dence of a plot. 
He advanced two 
theories as to the cause. 
One is 
that an accidental 
"flare up" of 


black powder in the east end of "F" 
building caused a general explosion., i 
The other is that an accidental igni- 
tion of loose black powder in one of j 
the four trunks on the base loading j 
tables set that portion of the plant j 
afire, and caused the shapnel shells i 
to explode. 
i 


In support of the plot theory, Cap- 
tain W. M. Wilhelm, general man- 
ager of the munition factory, points 
out the improbability of three acci- j 
dental explosions occurring within a 
few seconds of each other. 
It was said that a plotter with sev- 
eral confederates could have caused 
the explosion by dropping capsules 
of acid into several of the three-inch 
shells. The time it would take for 
the acid to eat its way through the 
gelatine capsules, it 
was 
stated, 


would have given the plotters suffi- 
cient time to 
leave 
the 
doomed 
plant. 
Other points In support of 


the theory are the warnings 
that 


numerous 
munition 
workers 
are 
said to have received, "bidding them 
to quit their 
occupations 
as the 
plant was to be blown up within a 
month after the United States de- 
clared that a state of war existed 
with the imperial German govern- 
ment.

FEEDING THE CHILD OF 


THREE. 


At the beginning 
of 
the 
third 


year the child's diet 
may be in- 


reased by adding more solid food, 
especially meats and vegetables. Ac- 
cording to the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture every healthy" 
child of three should have at least 
ne food a day from each of the fol- 


lowing five groups: 


1. 
Milk and dishes made chiefly 


of -milk (most 
important 
of this 


group in 
children's 
diet); 
meat, 


fish, poultry, and eggs. 


2. 
Bread and other cereal foods. 


3. Butter and other 
wholesome 


fats. 


4. Vegetables and fruits. 
5. 
Simple sweets. 


The meats should be beef, boiled, 


broiled, or roasted; lamb chops; the 
white meat of chicken; or delicate 
fish. 
All meat should be free from 


fat, gristle, 
or 
bone 
and 
finely 


minced when given to the child. 


Eggs should be very soft boiled, 


coddled, or poached, or soft scram- 
bled. 
Fried eggs should never be 


given to a child; but the grated or 
mashed yolke of a very hard boiled 
egg may sometimes be used. 


Meat broths made from mutton, 


beef, or chicken have little 
nutri- 


ment, but if these 
are 
thickened 


with arrowroot or corn starch, and 
especially if milk is added, they be- 
come a valuable food. , Well-cooked 
vegetables, strained and 
added to 


warm milk, are not only foods but 
serve to teach the child to like vege- 
tables. 


Cereals 
should 
be 
thoroughly 


cooked and served with milk or thin 
cream and a very small amount of 
sugar or none. 


Bread for a child should "be at 
least two days old. Toast, swieback. 
or hard crackers may be given once 
or twice a day. 


Baked potatoes moistened with a 


little butter, thin cream, beef juice, 
or platter gravy may be given. 


Asparagus tips, spinach, 
stewed 


celery, squash, string beans, carrots, 
young peas .well-cooked and mash- 
et3. or put through a puree sieve, are 
all good for a child. 
A small por- 


tion of one of these vegetables may 
be a part of the child's dinner each 
day. 


Fruits should TIP continually used. 


Ai this age sw-*t oranges, baked ap- 
ples or stewed prunes are most use- 
ful. 
The juice or mashed pulp of 


fresh ripp pears or peaches may be 
riven in the third year, but there i* 
much danger in using overripe or 
green fruit, as well a«! in giving too 
much, li is especially necessary lo 
lie careful in hoi •»father when fresh 
fruit dcra-vs rcpidly. Bananas should 
nevei be- giv<»n tr> a young child.

Hitherto ilr. Wilson's pug- 


nacious qualities have been princi- 
pally shown in his demands for greav 
reforms in domestic matters. 
Now 


he enters upon a broader field, in

That he will meet it 


successfully his friends have little 
doubt. 
Certainly he

not need to be a trained soldier; he 
does not even need to have studied 
professionally the principles of mili- 
tary science. 
A 
statesman 
from 


civil life like the elder Pitt, or Ca- 
vour or Lincoln—and one might in- 
clude Bismarck in the list—may so 
accurately envisage the objects of a 
.var that no soldier may surpass him 
in^ his grasp of the 
war 
problem. 


What the nation may expect from 
President Wilson is a matured judg- 
ment, first of a33. on }he objects of 
the American participation in the 
world war. and. second, a fixed and 
unbending 
determination 
to 
see 


those obpects secured. That he al- 
ready has formulated a 
judgment 


appears an his address to Congress. 
Above and beyond defending the na- 
tion's specific rights, 
"the 
world 


in list be made safe for democracy." 
To inspire a whole people and 
to 


labor himself toward that end. with- 
out wavering, is the mission of our 
war President.

The German view 
is that the world's supply botli of 
ships and of food is growing scarce, 
and that every shipload 
of

enemj or neutral, sent to the bottom 
intensifies the 
scarcity. 
For 
the 


same season 
Dutch 
^liips carrying 


grain to Holland are sunk, in viola- 
tion ot*all agreements to give them 
safe passage. 


It this explanation is accepted as 


the correct one it stamps the Ger- 
man Government as one that prefers 
lying and bad faith to the honorable 
observance of its pledges. The loss 
of a neutral ship , with a few thous- 
and tons of wheat, is looked upon 
as a more important matter than 
veeping taith with 
other 
nations. 


Plausibility is given to this view by 
many other acts 
of 
the Germans 


since the beginning ot the war.

fighting an 


lonorable enemy the United States

Even fowls and pigeons have been 
found guilty, but by reason of its! 
particular relation to man, the cat] 
is in position to head the list as a' 
disseminator of diseases. 
Rodents 


are justly guilty as distributers of 
disease germs but they cannot equal 
the cat. 


The house cat greatly exceeds all 


other domesticated animals in num- 
bers, and is much less under control 
than others. 
In too many houses it 


is allowed to 
enter 
the 
sleeping 


apartments, 
kitchens 
and 
living 


rooms, ad libitum. 
There is no oth- 


er animal that is likely to come in 
contact with milk. 


The cat's small size enables it to 


creep into filthy places where most 
dogs cannot enter. 
Its habits 
of, 


pawing over garbage and 
manure j 


and of rolling in dirt, all afford op- i 
portunities for the spread of infec-1 
tious matter to a greater extent htan' 
do the habits of any other pets; par- 
ticularly as it comes so commonly 
into close contact with the mouths 
and nostrils of children. 
Scientific 


investigation of cats in the biologi- 
cal laboratory of Clark University, 
showed that practically 
every 
cat 


that 
comes 
into 
the 
labora- 


tory \was diseased. Almost all were 
mangy. 
All past kittenhood 
had 


catarrh of the nasal passages,- the 
sinews being filled with pus. Tuber- 
cular lungs were common. 


Dr. V. A. Moore of the Bureau of 


Animal Industry, in studying bac- 
teria in the air passages of animals 
found that ninety per cent of all 
cats contain bacteria in the upper 
air passages, all more or less posses-' 
sing_ pathogenic (diseased) or septic 
(poisonous) properties.

A little forethought will enable a 


comparatively small tract of land to 
supply the average family with fresh 
vegetables throughout the growing sea 
son, 
say specialists in the United 


States 
department 
of 
agriculture. 


Most owners of small gardens are con- 
tent to raise a single crop on each 
plot of land at their disposal. It is 
quite possible, however, to grow two 
or three crops in one season, and if 
these are properly selected the home 
grown produce will be both better and 
cheaper than any that can be pur- 
chased on the market. 


Just what vegetables are to be grown 


depends, of course, upon the Individual

tastes of the family. In general It 
may be said, however, tnat the aim of 
the home gardener should be to raise 
vegetables in which freshness is an 
important quality. Peas and string 
or lima beans, for example, lose much 
f they are not cooked almost imme- 
diately after tbsy are picked. 


If the small garden plot, however, is 
o be made to bring the maximum re- 
.urns In economy and pleasure to the 
owner every available foot of it must 
>e made to work continuously. This 
can be accomplished only by careful 
planning, and It is recommended, there- 
'ore, that amateur gardeners draw up 
in advance a complete layout for 
their jrarden. A typical plan of this 
character is shown in the diagram 
above- 
On the plan the gardener 


iliould indicate the date when each of 
his projected crops is to be planted. 
No more space should be allotted to 
eacb than is needed to furnish a suffi- 
cient quantity of the vegetable for the 
'amiJy consumption or for local sale 
In many cases aSso space should be 
eft between the rows for the inter- 
plantins <»f later crops and for easy 
cultivation. Plants which make a bigh

A simple test to determine when 


garden soil is ready for plowing or 
working is to take a handful of earth 
from tbe surface and close the fingers 
tightly on it. If the earth compacted 
iu this way is dry enough for cultiva- 
tion it will fall apart when the hand 
is opened. This test is applicable only 
to comparatively heavy soils, but it is 
these which receive the most injury if 
they are woiked when wet. On such 
soils overzealous gardeners not only 
waste their time, but frequently do 
actual damage by attempting to work 
them too early. 


After plowing or "working with a 


spade It is usually desirable to apply 
some form of fertilizer. Barnyard or 
stable manure, which furnishes both 
plant food and humus, is undoubtedly 
the best, and applications of from 
twenty to thirty tons to the acre are 
satisfactory. 
The manure should be 


distributed evenly over the surface and 
later worked in with a hoe and rake. 
Frequently it is advisable also to ap- 
ply commercial fertilizer, 
especially 


phosphate. An application of 300 to 
600 pounds of acid phosphate to the 
acre is usually sufficient 
In order to 


supply potash, if this is needed, nn- 
bleached wood ashes may be distrib- 
uted over the garden at the rate of 
1,000 pounds to the acre. Wet or leach- 
ed ashes have less fertilizer value. 
Two thousand pounds of these should 
be used. In order to start the plants 
eariy iu the spring applications of 100 
pounds to the acre of nitrate of'soda 
are sometimes used. It is important, 
however, to remember that no form of 
commercial.,fertilizer will yield good 
results unless the soil is well supplied 
•with humus. This frequently may be 
furnished in the form of sod or other 
vegetation which has overgrown a 
garden spot and may be turned under 
with a plow or spade. 


In certain localities it is also ad- 


visable to test the soil for acidity. 
Naturally moist soils are likely to be 
sour and in such a condition are not 
likely to produce the most satisfactory 
crops. The test for acidity or sour- 
ness is a very simple one. A handful 
of the soil slightly moistened and a 
piece of blue litmus paper, which can 
be obtained from any drug store, are 
all that is necessary. When placed on 
sour soil the paper will turn red. To 
correct such a condition lime should 
be used. The ground should be cov- 
ered Tuth .a thin coat of air slaked 
lime and the latter worked indwell. 
Lime Is not a plant food, but it-will 
correct the acidity and will improve 
the physical condition of the soil.

This 
would not be the result of auy disease 
germs contained in the dust itself, but 
to tbe irritating effects produced by 
the dust particles when brought into 
contact with' the bronchial membranes. 
Thus it is e\ident that even germ fiee 
dust may be harmful when, inhaled— 
Los Augeles Times.

On Small Areas It Is Preferable to 


Plant Sets. 


[Prepared by United States department of 
agriculture.] 


Onions, like potatoes, are a staple 


crop that is grown commercially on a 
very extensive scale. As a general 
rule, it is w ell to have the crop follow 
some other one that has been kept un- 
der the hoe and free from weeds the 
previous season. 


In the north seed is sown as early in 


the spring as the soil can be brought 
to the proper condition. In the south 
onion sets are frequently put out in 
the autumn and carried through the 
•winter \vith the protection of a little 
hay or straw. There are three meth- 
ods of propagating onions—the first, by 
sowing the seed in rows where the 
crop is to grow; second, by sowing the 
seed iu specially prepared beds and 
transplanting the seedlings to the open 
ground, aud, third, by planting sets 
which have been kept through the win- 
ter. The first method is used by large 
commercial growers on.account of the 
amount of labor involved In the others. 
Ou small areas, however, it may be 
preferable to plant sets. Under normal 
conditions these may usually be ob- 
tained at planting time for about $2.50 
a bushel, eight or nine bushels being 
required to plant an acre. 
Onions 


planted from sets will ripen earlier 
than those from seed sown in the 
fields. "When the transplanting meth- 
od is used the seed is sown iu green- 
houses, hotbeds, cold frames or spe- 
cially prepared beds at the rate of 
ihrce and one-half to four pounds for 
each acre to be planted. The seed- 
Hnir1? are transplanted when (hey are 
seaiewhat siualJer than a lead pencil 
and rather stocky. The root end of 
tJne seedlinjc is pushed into the soil 
•vuiii one finger, and the soil is then 
firmed about the plant 


The seed is sown thickly in drills 


about twelve to fourteen inches apart 
After the plants become established 
they are thinned to two or three inches 
apart. The maturity of tlac bulbs may 
be hastened by preventing the con- 
tinned growth of the tops. This 5s 


accomplished by rolling an 


y barrel over the rows and lireal;- 


.1nj; down the tops. 
After the^e are 


I radically dead the onion bulbs may 
be pulled Mp by band from the soil 
and spread in a dry, well ventilated 
place lo cure. Thereafter they may 
be stored in cr.ites or basrs for winter 
wsf. In the north the crop ripens an<l

Glass is used for wainscoting, 
for partitions, for ceilings and for fac- 
ing the fronts of buildings. It is also 
being used for foundations. 


It has been demonstrated that the 


crushing strength of glass is three 
times that of granite, sir times that of 
ordinary brick and ten times that of 
concrete. Another advantage it has 
over these materials is that it is abso- 
lutely nonabsorbent, so that a glass 
building can'be perfectly dry inside, no 
matter what the atmospheric condi- 
tions outside.—Atlanta Journal.

WELL DERRICK MAN 


DIES OF INJURIES 


John Strawn, aged 5S years and 


son of Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Strawn, 
of near Marengo on the Toledo & 
Dhio Central railroad, met death on 
the Jones farm near the Five Point 
schoolhouse west of Granville yes- 
terday aiternoon about 3:30 o'clock 
while engaged with four others in 
pulling the tubing from an aban- 
doned gas well.
